Causeless Suicide of Grant Mantle 


on Central Avenue. 


Grant Mantle, n young man of 25 years, 


took his own life early this morning at 
the residence of Rev. L. Field at, No. 80S 
Central Avenue, formerly Durfee street. 
The body was found in the cellar of the 
dwelling, and near the right hand was 
found a blood-stained razor, with which 
the suicide had cut bis throat, nearly 
severing the head from the body. The 
deed was evidently committed while 
standing, as the body lay face downward, 
on the brick iloor, the mwe flattened by 
the fall. The blood had spurted in every 
direction and stained the wall and floor. 
Coroner Benduro was summoned to take 
charge of the body. It was borne to an 
upper room whore it was washed and 
properly dressed for the inquest which 
was held this afternoon,,a verdict ot 
suicide being returned, cause unknown. 


The deceased was a tinner by occupa- 


tion and had been in the employ or J. G. 
borgen & Son since last September, He 
came here from Arrowsmith in McLean 
county, whore hia parents reside, and 
where he became acrimunted with his 
wife, who was n music teacher there, 
Lost Thanksgiving day he married Miss 
Pauline lintledge, daughter ot Dr. Rut- 
ledge, a dentist ut Hillsboro, 111. The 
couple made tliojr home with Rev. Field, 


Mrs, 
Mantle taking charge of the house- 


hold. A short time ago Mrs. Mantle 
desired to go to Hillsboro and Sholby- 
ville on a visit. Rsv. Field and Mr, 
Mantel kept house alone, the elder doing 
the cooking, Mr. Mantle put in a full 
dny's work yesterday and was in good 
spirits last night, ^having received an 
affectionate letter "from his wife who 
•wrote that she would soon return home. 
In the letter the wife wrote that her re- 
turn was delayed because her father had 
been giving her teeth necessary at- 
tention. 


This morning Elder-Field heard Man- 


tle moving about down Btaira, and ho 
arose to hurry down and prepare break- 
fast. When the Elder 
reached the 


kitchen he found that Mantle had made 
the tire in Iho stove and put on the ket- 
tle. Breakfast was prepared, but Manila 
did not appear. Failing to find him any- 
where it) the yard or in the upper rooms, 
the Elder went into the cellar, whore 
Mantle was found dead in the situation 
described above. 


The Elder and Mr. Borgen arc belli 


greatly shocked over the distressing end 
of Mantle whom they regarded as a 
happy man, with no known trouble, Unon- 
oinl or social, to cause him1 to take his 
life. Ho wns an 
excellent workman, 


capable or doing well any work connected 
with the tinner's trade.

TOOK HU OWV LIFE. 


C*u6eless Suicide of Grant Mantle 


on Central Avenue. 


Grant Mantle, o young man ol 25 years, 


took his own life early this morning at 
the residence of Bev. L. Field at, No. 303 
Central Avenue, formerly Dnrfee street. 
The body wns found in the cellar of the 
dwelling, and near the right hand was 
found a blood-stained razor, with which 
the suioide had cut bis throat, nearly 
severing the head from the body. The 
deed was evidently committed while 
standing, as the body lay face downward, 
on tlie brick lloor, the noae flattened by 
the fall. The blood had spurted in every 
direction and stained the wall and floor. 
Coroner Benduro was summoned to take 
charge ot the body. It was borne to an 
upper room whore it was washed nnd 
properly dressed for the inquest which 
was held this afternoon,,a verdict ot 
snioide being returned, cause unknown. 


The deceased was n tinner by occupa- 


tion nnd had been in the employ or J. G. 
Sorgen & Son since last September, 
He 


came here from Arrowsmith in McLean 
county, whore hia parents reside, and 
where he became aciiuaiuted with his 
wife, who was n music teacher there, 
Lost Thanksgiving day he married Miss 
Pauline lintledge, daughter ot Dr. Eut- 
letlge, a dentist nt Hillsboro, 111. The 
couple made their home with Rev. Field, 


Mrs, 
Mantle taking charge of the house- 


hold. A short time ago Mrs. Mantle 
desired to go to Hillsboro nnd Sholby- 
ville on a visit. Rev. Field nnd Mr, 
Mantel kept house alone, the elder doing 
the cooking, Mr. Mantle put in n tnll 
day's work yesterday and was in good 
spirits last night, ^having received an 
affectionate letter "from his wife who 
•wrote that she would soon return home. 
In tho letter the wife wrote that her re- 
turn was delayed because her father had 
been giving her teeth necessary at- 
tention. 


This morning Elder-Field heard Man- 


tle moving about down Btnirs, nnd ho 
arose lo hurry clown nnd prepare break- 
fast. When 
Iho Elder 
reached tho 


kitchen he found that Mantle had mndo 
the (Ire in the slave and put on tho ket- 
tle. Breakfast was prepared, but Manlle 
did not appear. Failing to find him any- 
where it) the yard or in the tipper rooms, 
the Elder went into tho nellur, whore 
Mantle was found dead in the situation 
described above. 


The Elder and Mr, Bbrgen nro both 


greally shocked over the diutressing ond 
ot Mantle whom thny regarded as a 
happy mnn, with no known trouble, Unon- 
oinl or social, to OUUBO linn1 to lake his 
life. H« wns an 
excellent workman, 


capable or doing well any work connected 
with the tinner's trado.
